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PREFACE. 




HIS Manual is drawn up, first, for the use 
of Communicants; and, secondly, for the use 
of persons attending the' celebration of the 
Holy Eucharist for worship, without at the time com- 
municating. 

The arguments forand against the jMractice of allow- 
ing Christians to be present at the Eucharistic Sacrifice, 
who do not, at the time, intend to communicate, can- 
not here be gone into. The compiler of this Manual 
is fully convinced that Ekiglish Churchmen, as well as 
the members of every other portion of the Catho- 
lic Chmrch throughout the world, have the undoubted 
right of remaining to worship their Lord — "shew forth 
His death," and plead His all-prevailing merits, whilst 
the Great Sacrifice of the Gospel Dispensation is 
being ofiered up, whether they commimicate on every 
occasion or not It is sometimes said, that to en- 
courage such a practice is to lead people to substitiUe 
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attendance at the Sacrifice for Communion. This 
theory has surely been sufficiently tested during the 
last two or three hundred years. Christian people 
have been, practically, driven out of Church at the 
commencement of the chief and only Divinely ap- 
pointed act of Christian worship. But has this prac- 
tice had the effect of leading our people to set a true 
value on the Holy Eucharist, and to become Com- 
municants? Non-communicating England is the reply. 
Not one in a hundred, probably, of our people are 
communicants. Nay, further, the great mass even of 
church-goers simply ignore the one distinctive Act 
of Christian worship altogether, and satisfy their con- 
sciences by attending at mattins and evensong, and 
listening to sermons. What they have never seen or 
joined in, they have learnt to forget. 

It is believed, by an increasing number of English 
Churchmen, that a different and better result may be 
obtained by returning to a more Catholic practice; 
and that if our people can be led to remain and 
worship their Incarnate Saviour in the Blessed Sacra- 
ment of the Altar, they will not long rest until they 
have also feasted upon their Sacrifice, and tasted and 
seen how gracious their Lord is. 

May the all-merciful God hasten on the time, when 
the children of the Church in this land shall thus 
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understand and realize their great and glorious pri- 
vileges as members of Christ's Body; and when those 
also who, from whatever cause, are wandering without 
the Fold of Christ's Church, shall be brought back to 
their true Home, therein to be fed evermore with the 
children's Food, even Christ Himself, that "Living 
Bread which came down from heaven to give life unto 
the world."

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THE HOLY EUCHARIST. 




INSTRUCTION. 

HE Holy Communion, or Holy Eucharist, is 
one of the two Sacraments which the Church 
declares to be generally (/.^. to all persons 
in general, without regard to their calling,) 
necessary to salvation. It is therefore of the greatest 
possible importance that we should rightly understand 
the nature of this Sacrament. 

In order that we may do this, we have to consider 
what Jesus Christ came down from heaven to do for us. 
He came chiefly to do two things. 
First, To be a Sacrifice for our sins. 
Secondly, To give us and preserve in us spiritual 
life, in and through Himself, as God and man. 

The Holy Eucharist is clearly connected with both 
these objects, because it is the way set up by Christ 
Himself "for the continual remembrance of the Sacri- 
fice of His death, and of the benefits which we receive 
thereby;" and also "for the strengthening and refresh- 
ing of our souls by the Body and Blood of Christ, even

"as our bodies are" strengthened and refreshed "by- 
bread and wine."* 

Thus in the Holy Eucharist there are two parts : — 

I. A Sacrifice, commemorative of the Sacrifice of the 
death of Christ, and a means of re-presenting, or, as 
St. Paul says, "shewing" it to God the Father; and, 

II. A feast upon the Sacrifice, and called the Holy 
Communion, because Christ therein communicates, 
ue, gives, to Christians His Body and Blood to be 
their spiritual food and sustenance. 

But although in the Holy Eucharist a true, real, and 
substantial Sacrifice is offered to God the Father, and 
not merely a spiritual or metaphorical Sacrifice, we 
must not think that this implies that Christ's Sacrifice, 
consummated and finished upon the cross of Calvary, 
was imperfect, or insufficient. No. The Church 
teaches us that our blessed Lord, by that "One Obla- 
tion of Himself which He once offered, made a full, 
perfect, and sufficient Sacrifice, Oblation, and Satisfac- 
tion for the sins of the whole world."* 

We cannot repeat that Sacrifice, in the same way 
in which it was first offered. Jesus Christ can never 
die again, and offer in this way a bloody Sacrifice 
to His heavenly Father. Bloody sacrifices for sin 
came for ever to an end, when on Mount Calvary 
the Blood streamed forth from the one true Lamb 
of God, which alone taketh away the sins of the 
world. All the sacrifices ordained under the law of 
Moses came to an end, when the true Sacrifice for us 
was offered. These Jewish sacrifices were well pleasing

to Grod, not from any virtue in the things offered, but 
because they all pointed to the One only Sacrifice which 
could take away sin, even the Sacrifice of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. They were acts of faith in the coming 
Saviour, and as such were accepted of God. 

St. Paul says, " It is not^possible that the blood of 
bulls and of goats should take away sin. Wherefore, 
when He [our Lord Jesus Christ] cometh into the 
world. He saith, Sacrifice and offering Thou wouldest 
not, but a Body hast Thou prepared me." Hence we 
learn that, because of the insufficiency of the sacri- 
fices under the Law of Moses, Christ came down from 
heaven to be our Sacrifice, and to offer up His own 
Body and Blood for us. 

And since there is only one Sacrifice which can 
now be acceptable to Grod the Father, even Jesus 
Christ himself, therefore did this same loving Jesus 
ordain a way in which we should continually offer 
Him to God the Father as our Sacrifice — as the pre- 
cious Lamb of God which taketh away the sins of 
the world. 

This Sacrifice of the Gospel dispensation is called 
the Eucharistic Sacrifice, in which, under the outward 
and visible signs of bread and wine, we offer to God 
the Father the Body and Blood of Christ, made to 
be really present in a heavenly and sacramental way, 
by the almighty power of Christ Himself 

Our Lord Jesus Christ ordained the Eucharistic 
Sacrifice the night before He died upon the Cross. 
As our great High Priest, He then offered Himself 
to God the Father under the outward elements of 
Bread and Wine. Christ is called in Holy Scripture,

a Priest for ever after the order of Melchisedek. 
What, then, was the nature of Melchisedek's sacrifice 1 
He "brought forth bread and wine [the Bible tells us], 
and he was the priest of the most High God."' So 
our Lord Jesus, as the true Melchisedek, on that 
solemn night before He, died for us, brought forth 
bread and wine; and, under these outward elements, 
offered the one true Sacrifice, which alone could take 
away sin, even Himself. He had told His apostles 
beforehand, that He was the true Bread which came 
down from heaven:* He had said to them, "The 
bread that I will give is My Flesh, which I will give for 
the Ufe of the world."* So, when the moment came 
that the priesthood of Aaron was to cease, and the 
course of Melchisedek to begin, "He took bread, and 
gave thanks, and brake it, and gave unto them \i,e. His 
apostles], saying, This is My Body which is given for 
you: this do in remembrance of Me. Likewise also 
the cup after supper, saying, This cup is the New 
Testament in My Blood, which is shed for you."' 

Observe that Christ says in these words, in which 
He set up the great Christian Sacrifice, " This is My 
Body which is given for you — My Blood which is shed 
for you." In our Saviour's will and intention, His 
Body was given and His Blood shed after this His 
last supper. From that moment He was a sacri- 
ficial Victim, devoted to death; His death upon the 
cross only completed the Sacrifice which He made 
of Himself, after His last supper with His apostles. 

Now, the Sacrifice which Christ offered, after His

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last supper, the night before His death, He willed that 
His duly ordained ministers should continually offer, 
even unto the end of the world. None but priests 
can offer a sacrifice, and therefore our Lord ordained 
His apostles to be the first priests under the New Law, 
or Gospel dispensation, and gave them this express 
command, " Do this in remembrance of me : '* 
that is, offer My Body and My Blood to God the 
Father, under the sacramental veils of bread and wine, 
as the one true Sacrifice which alone can take away 
the sins of the world. 

The Apostles obeyed our Lord's command. They 
ordained other priests, with power to oflfer tliis great 
memorial Sacrifice. St. Paul, who was not one of the 
original apostles, had, we find, received from them the 
power of offering this Sacrifice, and therefore the order 
of the priesthood; as none but priests can offer sacri- 
fice. Alluding to their practice, St. Paul says, in his 
first Epistle to the Corinthians, "As often as ye eat 
this bread, and drink this cup, ye do shew the Lord's 
death till He come."' And to make it clear that this 
same apostle taught that a real Sacrifice was offered 
to God in the Holy Eucharist, he says plainly, in his 
Epistle to the Hebrew Christians, "We have an altar, 
whereof they have no right to eat which serve the 
tabernacle;"® i.e, who still trust to Jewish ordinances. 
But if Christians have an altar, as St. Paul says they 
have, then they must have a Sacrifice to offer on it, 
and a priesthood to oflfer it. And what the Apostles 
continually did, they also ordained that their suc- 
cessors, the Bishops and Priests of the Church, should

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continually do; and so, from the apostles* times to 
the present day, the Body and Blood of Christ have 
been continually offered up to God the Father, under 
the outward or visible elements of bread and wine. 
This is the great act of worship — the solemn liturgy 
of the Christian Church. This is that Pure Offering, 
which the prophet Malachi foretold should be made 
to God in every place among the Gentiles.* 

Christ's priests, let it be borne in mind, do not pre- 
tend to renew Christ's death in the Holy Eucharist. 
The Sacrifice which they offer is a commemorative 
Sacnfice — a standing memorial of Christ's death — a 
continual celebrating and representing His death to 
God the Father; or, to use St. Paul's words, "a shew- 
ing the Lord's death till He come." The Sacrifice 
is the same in substance as that which Christ offered 
at His last supper, and finished upon the cross. It 
differs only in the manner in which it is offered. It is 
not a bloody sacrifice, as were most of the Jewish sacri- 
fices, and as was the Sacrifice which Christ finished 
upon the cross for us; but it is an unbloody Sacrifice, 
in which, by a way which Christ Himself set up, we 
make His Sacrifice always present, and offer and plead 
it as the only procuring cause of our salvation. 

But further, our Lord Jesus Christ not only died 
upon the Cross as a Sacrifice for us, but He is always 
pleading that atoning Sacrifice in heaven. "This 
Man," says St. Paul, speaking of Christ, "because He 
continueth ever, hath an unchangeable priesthood."^ 
A perpetual priest implies a perpetual victim, for a 
priest must "needs have somewhat to offer." But 
^ Mai. i. II. ^ Heb. vii. 24. 
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what prevailing victim is there, save the Man Christ 
Jesus'? Therefore is Jesus both Priest and Victim. 
He is that " Lamb as it had been slain,"* which St. 
John saw in vision, "in the midst of .the throne" on 
high. He is also the Great High Priest of our pro- 
fession, Who having " entered into heaven itself, now 
to appear in the presence of God for us," — "ever 
liveth to make intercession for us," — ever presents 
Himself to God the Father on our behalf, as the one 
True Victim — " the Lamb of God which taketh away 
the sins of the world," once slain and never again to 
die, ' yet still ever before the throne, " a Lamb as it 
had been slain." 

Now what Christ is continually doing for us in heaven, 
He wills that we should continually do also for our- 
selves and our fellow Christians upon earth. The two 
acts are, in the Holy Eucharist, made one. We join 
in doing what Christ is doing; we present Christ to 
God the Father, as the Lamb slain to take away our 
sins, "as a full, perfect, and sufficient sacrifice for our 
sins." We join in asking God to do for us what Christ 
is always asking Him to do for us, that is, pardon us, 
forgive us, and accept us, for the sake of Christ's 
merits and atoning Sacrifice. 

Those Christians, therefore, who are never present 
when the Holy Eucharist is offered up, never plead 
for their pardon and forgiveness in that one way 
which Chnst ordained that they should plead for it, 
the very night before He died upon the cross for their 
salvation. They never celebrate, in Christ's appointed 
way, the continual remembrance of the Sacrifice of

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the death of Christ, which the Church gives us, in the 
Catechism, as the first reason why the Sacrament of 
the Lord's Supper was ordained. 

How can people ever expect salvation who thus 
disobey and despise Christ's own command % 

Bear this, then, clearly in your mind. The Holy 
Eucharist is the great Christian Sacrifice. It does not 
repeat, but it unites our act to the act of Christ, when 
He died upon the cross as our Sacrifice; and also to 
the act which He is always doing in heaven for us 
now. He continually offers Himself to the Father as 
"the Lamb slain" to take away our sin. He asks, yea, 
He bids us do the same thing on earth : He asks us 
to join Him in doing it. Oh, think what power our 
prayers must have, when they are thus joined to His! 
" How shall we not prevail with Gk)d, when that awful 
Sacrifice lies displayed," said one of the early Fathers 
of the Church, — St. Chrysostom. Christ shews Him- 
self to the Father as the Sacrifice slain, — in will and 
intention, — fi-om the foundation of the world, and 
pointed to in all the sacrifices of the Jewish worship, 
and says, " O Father, forgive these souls for whom I 
died; forgive them for My sake, and for the sake of 
all I did and suffered for them." Then Christ says to 
us, " Join Me in pleading for your own forgiveness — 
join Me in pleading My own Sacrifice as tifie ground 
of your pardon." Shall we refuse? How can we ever 
hope for pardon if we do? 

II. The Holy Eucharist is a heavenly Feast as well 
as a Sacrifice. It is not only the one appointed way 
in which all faithful Christians "shew forth," in solemn 
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mystery, their "Lord's death till He come;" it is also 
the way in which Christ ordained that our souls should 
be nourished and supported unto everlasting life. Just 
as our bodies are kept alive and nourished by proper 
natural food, so also must our souls be kept alive unto 
God, by proper spiritual food. The only way in which 
our souls can be made to live unto God, is by their 
being united to Jesus Christ, the One Mediator between 
God and man. We were first united to Christ in Holy 
Baptism, when we were bom again of Water and the 
Holy Spirit. Our Lord set up the Holy Communion, 
to be the chief way by which His members might keep 
themselves united to Him. In this Holy Sacrament 
Christ comes Himself to be our spiritual food and sus- 
tenance; He gives us Himself, even His own Body and 
Blood, to preserve our bodies and souls unto everlast- 
ing life. This is a great and awful mystery. We cannot 
understand it, but we must believe that what Jesus 
said. He is able to make good. He said, when He 
brake the bread, the night before He suffered, "This 
IS My Body," not the figure of My Body, but "This 
IS My Body wiiicH is given for you." Likewise, 
of the consecrated wine, He said, "This is my Blood." 
We must not doubt the words of Christ, as the Jews 
did once, when He told them that He was the Bread 
of heaven, and that the Bread which He would give 
was His Flesh, which He would give for the life of the 
world. "How can this man give us His Flesh to eatl" 
said the unbelieving Jews. Jesus, said to them, very 
solemnly, in reply, "Except ye eat the Flesh of the Son 
of Man, and drink His Blood, ye have no life in you. 
Whoso eateth My Flesh, and drinketh My Blood, hath 
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eternal life, and I will raise him up at the last day. 
For My Flesh is meat indeed, and My Blood is drink 
indeed. He. that eateth My Flesh, and drinketh My 
Blood, dwelleth in Me, and I in him."^ 

The Holy Communion is the way ordained by Christ 
whereby His members may eat His Flesh and drink 
His Blood, and so dwell in Christ, and Christ in them. 

Unless men obey Christ's express command, and 
feed upon His Body and Blood in the Holy Commu- 
nion, they cannot remain united to Christ, and if not 
united to Christ, they cannot come to eternal life. Nay, 
our Lord Himself says, they have no life in them. How 
awfully dangerous, then, is the case of those who never 
either set forth the Lord's death, and plead it as the 
only ground of their pardon and salvation in the one 
only way appointed by Christ Himself, or draw near 
with faith to receive the heavenly food of His Body 
and Blood. How can they expect to find pardon, if 
they will not plead for itl How can they dare hope 
that their souls are alive unto God, if they refuse that 
divine food which Jesus Himself provides for them. 

Oh ! let us beware how we neglect or trifle with God's 
unspeakable gift in the Holy Communion, lest by re- 
fusing to come to Jesus in this way of His own ap- 
pointment, we find ourselves at last separated for ever 
from Him, cut oflf from Him, the living Vine, as dead 
branches, fit only to be cast into the fire.

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TJie Preparation necessary for a Profitable Reception 

of Holy Communion, 

LTHOUGH the receiving of the Holy Com- 
munion is " generally necessary to salvation," 
yet there is great danger in receiving it un- 
worthily. This heavenly and life-giving food 
is then turned into a poison. The case stands thus: 
Not to receive at all, is to forfeit our salvation by 
reason of our neglect of Christ's command. To re- 
ceive unworthily, is to commit presumptuous sin. In 
order to be saved, we must not only receive the 
Holy Communion, but receive it worthily. To find 
out whether or not we are in a fit state to receive 
this Holy Sacrament to our souFs health, we must 
examine ourselves. St. Paul plainly teaches us this 
in his Epistle to the Corinthians. He says, "Let a 
man examine himself, and so let him eat of that Bread 
and drink of that Cup."^ 

The Church guides us to examine ourselves par- 
ticularly on three points:* i. Repentance; 2. Faith; 
3. Charity. 

I. In examining ourselves as to our repentance, we

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must keep before our minds what repentance really 
means. To make up true repentance there must be, 
(i.) True contrition, which means deep sorrow at having 
offended God by sin — that broken and contrite heart 
which God has "promised not to despise. Without 
this true sorrow for sin, God never pardons it. 

(ii.) A fixed resolution not to sin wilfully again. 
Without this changed will, repentance is not real. It is 
absolutely necessary, therefore, before going to Holy 
Communion, to find out, by careful self-examination, 
whether we have (i.) contrition, or true sorrow for sin, 
and (ii.) a changed will, which makes us stedfastly 
resolve to lead a new life. 

2. The second thing we must examine ourselves 
about is our faith. We must firmly believe all that 
God has revealed by His Word or by His Church; 
and especially we must, the Church tells us, " have a 
lively faith in God's mercy through Christ, with a 
thankftil remembrance of His death." Of course, 
unless we realize God's mercy in sending His Son 
into the world to die for us, and have our hearts filled 
with gratitude and thankfulness for that crowning act 
of God's love, we cannot be in a fit state to celebrate 
the great memorial Sacrifice in which the Lord's death 
is shewn forth. But fiirther: we must have faith in 
Christ's real presence in this Holy Sacrament. The 
outward elements of Bread and Wine are the symbols, 
not of an absent, but a present Saviour. The Church 
says plainly in the Catechism, that ^Hhe Body and 
Blood of Christ are verily and indeed taken and received 
by the faithful in the Lord^s Supper y But if Christ's 
Body and Blood are taken and received, they must, 
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of necessity, be present to be taken and received. 
Unless we believe firmly in the real presence of the 
Body and Blood of Christ, which the Church says is 
the inward part of this holy Sacrament, we cannot be 
worthy Communicants. St. Paul plainly teaches us 
this. In writing to the Corinthians, who had been 
guilty of great irreverence in approaching the Holy 
Eucharist, and had treated it as common and ordinary 
food, he says, " Whosoever shall eat this Bread, and 
drink this Cup of the Lord unworthily, shall be guilty 
of the Body and Blood of the Lord. For he that 
eateth and drinketh unworthily, eateth and drinketh 
damnation to himself, not discerning the Lord's Body." 

If, therefore, we would avoid the condemnation 
which some of the Corinthians had fallen under, from 
want of faith in Christ's real presence in the Holy 
Eucharist, we must take care, when we approach the 
Holy Table, to draw near with faith, discerning^ that 
is, seeing by faith, the Lord's Body and Blood, under 
the outward veils of bread and wine. 

3. The third point of special self-examination 
which the Church suggests is, as to whether or not 
we are in charity with all men. Charity is absolutely 
necessary to a worthy reception. It would be a 
mockery to approach the great Feast of Love, whilst 
at the same time we were cherishing in oiu: hearts 
any hatred or ill-will towards oiu: neighboiu:. Our 
Lord Jesus once said, "If thou bring thy gift to the 
altar, and there rememberest that thy brother hath 
aught against thee ; leave there thy gift before the 
altar, and go thy way; first be reconciled to thy 
brother, and then come and offer thy gift." We 
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should be strict, in our examination of ourselves, 
on this head.' Many people deceive themselves as 
to their charity. They dare to approach the Holy 
Altar without really casting out all malice, envy, ill-will, 
and hatred from their hearts. This is one reason why 
they do not get that spiritual strength from this Holy 
Sacrament, which they might and should. Banish all 
unkind feelings and ill-will from your heart, before you 
venture to receive this Holy Sacrament Remember, 
all Christians are members of Christ, and, being so, 
they are members one of another. We should, 
therefore, strive with all oiu* hearts to love as brethren, 
before we approach to feed upon Christ, "oiu* one 
Head; and put away from us all bitterness, and wrath, 
and anger, and clamour, and evil-speaking, with all 
malice ; and be kind to one another, tender-hearted, 
forgiving one another, even as God, for Christ's sake, 
hath forgiven us."* 

Besides these special subjects of self-examination 
which the Church gives us, she directs us also to 
examine our lives and conversation by " the Rule of 
God's Commandments." Such an examination, of 
course, extends to every possible sin we have ever 
committed. If, after such an examination, we find 
our consciences burdened with serious sins, and we 
are in doubt as to our fitness, the Chiu-ch further 
guides us to go to one of God's priests and open our 
griefs, that is, confess all our sins, and so obtain,

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if truly penitent, the benefit of absolution^ and such 
ghostly counsel and advice as the priest shall deem 
necessary, "for the quieting of our conscience," and 
enabling us to receive the Holy Sacrament without 
sdruple and doubtfulness. 

We should communicate fasting, if possible, in 
accordance with the custom of the Catholic Church, 
and out of reverence to oiu* Lord's Body and Blood. 



CEREMONIES USED IN THE HOLY EUCHARIST. 



Explanation of certain Ceremonies^ <Srr., connected with the 
Celebration of the Holy Eueharist. 

IN churches where the Law of the Church of England is 
strictly observed, there are always two lights burning upon 
the High Altar at the time of celebrating the Holy Eucharist, 
designed to signify that Christ is the very true Light of the world. ^ 
It is usual to place a cross upon or above the middle of the altar. 

The top of the altar is covered, at the time of celebration, 
with a fine white linen cloth, which falls down over each end, in 
addition to the usual altar-cloth. 

The priest who offers the Holy Eucharist should be vested in 
a cassock, alb, girdle, amice, maniple, stole, and chasuble.*

To have "two lights upon the High Altar before the Sacrament^*' is there- 
fore the law of the land, as well as aie law of the Church.

The 
Church of England directs them to be used, therefore, in the order at the 
beginning of the Prayer Book, where it is said, "And here be it noted, that 
such ornaments of the church, and of the ministers thereof, at all times of 
their ministration, shall be retained, and be in use, as were in this Chivch 
of England, by the authority of Parliament, in the second year of the reign 
of King Edward the Sixth. '^ 
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At High Celebration there are two assistant ministers, one of 
whom, the Gospeller, wears a Dalmatic ; the other, the Epistol- 
ler, a Tunic. 

The Holy Eucharist being a solemn commemoration of the 
passion and death of our Lord Jesus Christ — a "shewing the 
Lord's death till He come," to use St. Paul's words, everything 
connected with it has relation to this great event Thus, the 
Alb represents the white garment with which our Lord was 
clothed by Herod : the Girdle^ Maniple^ and Stole^ represent the 
cords and bands with which He was bound, in the different 
stages of His Passion. The Chasuble^ or outward vestment, 
represents the purple garment with which He was clothed as a 
mock king.* 

In these vestments, as well as the covering of the altar, the 
Church makes use of five different colours; viz., white, for all 
festivals relating to our adorable Lord, the Blessed Virgin, the 
Angels, and the Saints that were not Martyrs : Red, on the feasts 
of Pentecost, and of the Apostles and Martyrs : Purple, which 
is .the penitential colour, during Advent and Lent, and upon 
Vigils and Ember days: Green, on most other Sundays and 
ordinary days throughout the year. 

Incense^ is not now often used in the Church of England, 
though its use is lawful. It is symbolical of prayer, according to 
the words of David: "Let my prayer be set forth before Thee 
as incense." (Psalm cxli. 2.) 

8 The use of the above named vestments, though so expressly ordered by 
the law of the Church of England, has fallen into very general disuse. 

Priests generallv celebrate in Cassock, Surplice, Stole, and Hood. Tliis 
practice, though illegal, has been so commonly adopted, that it has become 
very difficult for the clei^gy to obey the law, by wearing the proper vestments, 
especially from the fact, that the laity, through ignorance of the law, and dis- 
like to any change from what they have been accustomed to^ offer very strong 
opposition to the clergy who endeavoiur to obey the law m this particular. 

Those laity, therefore, who are anxious that the clersy should resume 
their proper dress in celebrating Holy Commimion, should bear in mind the 
difficulties which beset them in fuUUling this, as well as many other of their 
obligations ; and remember that, although priests may not bie rightly vested 
for celebrating the Holy Eucharist, yet that this defect does not make the 
Holy Sacrifice less valid and real. 

4 Incense appears to have been always used in the Early Church, during 
the celebration of the Holy Communion. Its use has been generally 
neglected in the English Church latterly, though it continued during the 
reigns of Elizabeth, James I., and, in some instances, as late as George III. 
Incense was used at the coronation of George III.

I. The General Preparation and instruction, which 
consists of the Lord's Prayer and following Collect, 
the Ten Commandments, with the Prayer for mercy 
and grace after each, and the Prayer for the Queen, 
the Collect, Epistle, Gospel, Nicene Creed, and 
sometimes a Sermon. 2. The Oblation. 3. The Con- 
secration. 4. Communion. 5. Post -Communion, or 
Thanksgiving.

The Priest at the beginning of the Office stands at the North side 

of the Altar. 
The Lord^s Prayer is said in this place by the Priest alonCy but 

you should join in saying it with him silently ^ and also in the 

prayer for purity of heart tvhich follows, 

UR Father which art in heaven, Hallowed.be 
Thy name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will 
be done in earth, as it is in heaven. Give 
us this day our daily bread. And forgive us 
our trespasses, as we forgive them that trespass against 
us. And lead us not into temptation; but deliver us 
from evil. Amen, 

The Collect. 

ALMIGHTY God, unto whom all hearts be open, 
all desires known, and from whom no secrets are 
hid ; cleanse the thoughts of our hearts by the inspira- 
tion of Thy Holy Spirit, that we may perfectly love 
Thee, and worthily magnify Thy holy Name; through 
Christ our Lord. Amen,

Then follows the Nicene Creed, which you should repeat aloud 

with the Priest. 
At High Service this Creed is sung. Join the choir in singing it 

if you can. If you cannot sing it aloud with them, repeat it to 

yourself as the choir goes on. 
When the words. And was made man, are said in the Creed, it is 

customary to bow the head, in honour of the Incarnation of God, 

I BELIEVE in one God the Father Ahnighty, 
Maker of heaven and earth. And of all things 
visible and invisible: 

And in one Lord Jesus Christ, the only-begotten 
Son of God, Begotten of His Father before all worlds, 
God of God, Light of Light, Very God of very God, 
Begotten, not made. Being of one substance with the 
Father; By whom all things were made. Who for us 
men, and for our salvation came down from heaven, 
And was incarnate by the Holy Ghost of the Virgin 
Mary, And was made man. Aid was crucified also 
for us under Pontius Pilate.

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on the right hand of the Father. And He shall come 
again with glory to judge both the quick and the 
dead : Whose kingdom shall have no end.

The Priest now goes to the Altar and reads one or more sentences 
from Holy Scripture^ called the Offertory sentences^ because^ 
whilst they are being read, the people are invited to offer alms to 
God for charitable and piotis uses. You should always offer 
something to God at this time, to shew your thankftdness and 
gratitude to God for sending His Only Son into &u world, to 
die upon the Cross as a Sacrifice for you. At High Service, 
one sentence only is usually read by the Priest, and then sung 
by the choir. The Priest then humbly presents the alms of the 
people to Gody and places them on the Altar. 

THE OFFERTORY SENTENCES. 

LET your light so shine before men, that they may 
see your good works, and glorify your Father 
which is in heaven. St Matth. v. 

Lay not up for yourselves treasure upon the earth; 

Whilst the alms are bang collected and offered, you will probably

Be very attentive 
and very reverent. The bread which God's Priest breaks, be- 
comes the Body of Christ; and the cup which he blesses, the 
Blood of Christ. This wonderful effect is brought to pass by the 
operation of the Holy Ghost, and Chrisfs own words, repeated 
by the Priest.

TTie Minister^ having received the Communion in both kinds 
him^elfy then proceeds to deliver the same to the Bishops, 
Priests, and Deacofis, in like manner, (if any be present,) and 
after that to the people also in order, into their hands, all meekly 
kneeling. 

When you kneel to receive the Holy Sacrament of Chrises Body 
and Blood, do not crouch down or prostrate yourself, but kip 
your body upright, and your head slightly bent. 

The Church directs the Priest to deliver the Sacrament of Chrisfs 
Body INTO THE hand. Receive it, therefore, into the palm of your 
right hand, and put your left under your right, as a support. 
Convey the consecrated element at once to your mouth, saying to 
yourself. Amen, after the words, everlasting life. This was the 
way of receiving Chrisfs Body, which wets enjoined and practised 
in the primitive Church, 

When the Chalice is presented to you, it is better to keep your head 
quite upright: it enables the Minister to present it to you more 
conveniently, and with less danger of accident. Take hold of 
the stem of the Cup with both hands gently, but firmly, and 
guide it to your lips. Drink a few drops, and give the Chalice 
back with great care. Say Amen, after the words, everlasting 
life, as before. 
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WORDS OF ADMINISTRATION. 

When he delwereth the Bread to any one^ he shall say, 

THE Body of our Lord Jesus Christ, which was 
given for thee, preserve thy body and soul unto 
everlasting life. Take and eat this in remembrance 
that Christ died for thee, and feed on Him in thy 
heart by faith with thanksgiving. 

And the Minister that delivereth the Cup to any one shall say^ 

THE Blood of our Lord Jesus Christ, which was 
shed for thee, preserve thy body and soul unto 
everlasting life. Drink this in remembrance that 
Christ's Blood was shed for thee, and be thankful. 



If you are going to receive the 
Holy Communion, say, just 
before you go up to the Altar, 

O ADORABLE Lord, 
I am not worthy to 
approach Thee. The hea- 
vens are not pure in Thy 
sight; how, then, can a 
heart so sinful, so impure, 
and so wretched as mine, 
receive Thee! Yet Thou 
callest me, gracious Lord, 
to this rich banquet of Thy 
love; and how can I refuse 
Thy gracious invitation ! I 
will not refuse; I will this 
day accept Thy loving call, 



trusting only in Thy mercy, 
which is infinite. 

O fit and prepare my 
soul worthily to receive 
Thee : speak the word only, 
and Thy servant shall be 
healed : say xmto my soul, 
I am thy salvation. 

Lord, I repent : help Thou 
my impenitence.

just communicated, 

OLORD and heavenly Father, we Thy humble

SHORT FERVENT PRAYERS. 



OLORD Jesu Christ, 
Son of the LivingGod, 
interpose Thy Passion, 
Cross, and Death, between 

which he delivered in 1838, says : 
" It is clear that prayers for the 
dead are not necessarily con- 
nected with the doctrine of Pur- 
gatory, since they were offered 
up by tiie Primitive Church long 
antecedent to the doctrine of 
Purgatory being received by the 
Church of Rome. The prayers 
of the Primitive Christians for 
the souls of the departed were 
offered with a different intention 
from those who jOTofess the Ro- 
man religion.

ON SPIRITUAL COMMUNION. 



spiritual Communion is the calling into exercise of the most excellent 
Acts of Faith, Hope, and Chanty: by which^ when deprived of the 
actual participation of the Sacrament, the effect of the Sacrament, that 
is J union with Christ, may be obtained — S. Thom. Aq. 

An Act of Spiritual Communion may be made in presence of the Blessed 
Sacrament, if from just cause, you refrain front receiving, or when from 
outward circumstances, you are removed from opportunities of receiving 
formerly granted you. In making an act of Spiritual Communion 
•whilst you are removed from, opportunities of receiving sacramentally, 
it is a good Practice to make it at the exact hour when you know a cele- 
bration is taking place in the Church in which you have been accustomed 
to worship.*

Cnrate, or for lade of company to receive with him. or by any other just 
impediment, do not receive the Sacrament of Christ s Body and Blood, the 
Curate shall instruct him, that if he do truly repent of his sins, and stead- 
fastly believe that Jesus Christ hath suffered death upon the Cross for him, 
and shed His Blood for his redemption, earnestly remembering the benefits 
he hath thereby, and giving Him nearty thanks therefore, he doth eat and 
drink the Body and Blood of our Saviour Christ profitably to his Soul's 
health, although he do not receive the Sacrament wiu his mouth." 
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with Thine own Self, and, with 
wonderful sweetness, stupendous 
power, and marvellous conde- 
scension, hast hidden Thyself.

It was the tjrpe; Thou the 
truth : it the shadow; Thou the 
substance. If the touch of the 
hem of Thy garment could ex- 
pel incurable diseases, what may 
it not avail to touch Thy All- 
Holy Body and Thy Divine 
Blood, if not by my body, yet 
by my mind, through longmg 
and earnest trust ? 

If the shadow of Thy disci- 
ple, Peter, could drive away all 
diseases of the body, what sick- 
ness of the soul shall be able to 
stand its groimd, and not rather 
give place instantly, before the 
brightness of Thy Divine Ma- 
jesty?
